HE ESTATES OF PARLIAMENT taking to 
| their Conſideration, that the Arrears duc co the Counz 
trey and Army , preceeding the firſt day of February 
one thouſand fix hundred and ninety one, are not as 
yet payed, by the Fonds appointed ia the tormer Sefs 
ſion of this Parliament, And that it is moſt luſt, that 
the ſame be duely and truely payed, THER EF. 
FORE, in Order to the faid payment, viz. That 
the forelaid Arrears due to the Country , may be pay. 
ed in the firſt place; and then the Arrears due to che Forces , in ſuch 
manncr, as that all Officers, Regiments and Troops, may be firſt brought 
up to an equal Foot, and thereafter Compleated ; and that what remains 
thercok, may be diſpoſed of, as theit MAIESTIES ſhall think fit, do 
freely and cheerfully offcr the Pole-money following : And for makirg the 
ſame effec tual, Their MAIESTLES, with Advice and Content of 
the ſaids Eſtates, STATUTE and ORDAIN, that all Perſons of 
whatſomeyer Age, Sex, or Quality, ſhall be ſubjet and lyable, to the 
Pole of fix ſhilling Scots per Head, except poor Perſons, who live upon 
Charity, and che Children under the Age of ſixteen years, and In familia 
of all theſe Perſons, whoſe Pole is one pound ten ſhilling Scots, or under 
the ſame. Thar, bcſide the ſaid fix ſhilling Scots impoſed upon all the 
Pcſons that are not excepted, a Cotter having a Trade, ſhall pay fix ſhil- 
lirg Scots more, making in the whole, ewelve ſhilling Scots for every ſuch 
Cotter, That all Servants , that receives more than fix pound Scots of 
yeully Fee, in money, or otherways, ſhall pay the ewenticth part of the 
ſaid Fee, including the fix ſhilling, $cots of general Pole, which is to be 
impoſed upon all Perſons that are not aboye excepred, That all Tennents 
piy in name of Pole to the King , a Merk, for each hundreth Merks of the 
Maſters valued Rent, effciriog to their reſpective Rents, including the fore. 
ſad fix ſhilling , of general Pole; and appoints the Maſter of the Ground, 
to Adjuſt the Proportions of the Pole-money amongſt the ſeverall Tennents, 
according to their reſpeive Duties, payable by chem in Money, or Vicual, 
efkiring to his valued Rent. For which Pole, all Pole:zmoney hercrofore 
appointed to be payed by Tennents to their Maſtcrs , is hereby expreſly 
diſcharged, and the AR or As thereanent reſcinded, That Tradfmen in« 
habitiog within any Burgh, whether of Royalty , Regalicy, or Barony , 
whoſe free Stock and Means is above an hundred Merks, and does not ex+ 
tend ro five hundreth Metks , be ſubj*& ro a Merk Scors , including the 
foreſaid {ix ſhilling of general Pole. That all Tradſmen living within any 
of the ſaids Burghs , whoſe free Stock and Means extends to five hundreth

Privy Councill , are hereby fully impowered, to Decide and Determine fi; 
mally, all Queſtions and Difficulties hereby undetermined , that may wiſe 
anent the Premiſſes. And laſtly, it is hereby declared, that no Perlons ly- 
able in payment of this Pole, ſhall be holden to produce their Diſcharges, 
or Recciprs of the ſame, after the Term of Martinmaſs , one thouſand fix
